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New Brockton UMC has program on Chrismons 


Mrs. Martha McKee, wife of 
Rey. Ben McKee, pastor of the New 
Brockton United Methodist Church, 
presented a program on Nov. 30 at 
the church about the Chrismon dec- 
orations. The Chrismons were made 
by ladies of the church. 

“Chrismon” is a combination of 
(wo words: Christ and Monogram, 
and is a symbol of Christ. Christian 
symbols date back to the early 
church. They are found on walls of 
the Roman catacombs, on jewelry 
and utensils from excavations in 
Palestine and elsewhere. Early 
Christians used them to identify 
themselves to one another, to desig- 
nate meeting places, and sometimes 
to show nonbelievers where they 
stood. These symbols of the early 
church served to transmit the faith 
and beliefs of the followers of Jesus 
Christ. 

Chrismons were first used in 
1957 to decorate a Christmas tree in 
the Lutheran Church of the Ascen- 
sion in Danville, Va. They were 
composed of white and gold materi- 
als; white is symbolic of the Lord’s 
purity and perfection - - - gold of 
His majesty, glory and triumph. The 
green balsam is symbolic of prom- 
ised healing; the little white lights 
on the tree point to Christ as the 


‘ light of the world. 


Each Chrismon is described in 
Scripture and refers to some aspect 
of Jesus Christ. The Epiphany Star 
reminds one of God’s morning star 
rising over the believer’s life; The 
Christmas Rose has come to repre- 
sent the Messianic Promise, and 
therefore represents Jesus; The 
Manger is a reminder of the humili- 
ty with which God’s Son comes into 
one’s heart; The Angel is symbolic 
of Heaven’s joyous song over the 
coming Salvation, the Son; 

The Chalice honors Him who 
took the cup of suffering and drank 
of the world’s sorrow, proclaiming 
the love of God; The Crosses: - 
The Latin Cross has a longer up- 
right than crossbar and is the prob- 
able form on which Jesus was cru- 
cified, therefore the foremost 
symbol of Christianity; The Jerusa- 
lem Cross is in the form of a Greek 
Cross with a smaller cross in each 
corner. The larger cross symbolizes 
the wounds in Christ’s side, and the 
smaller crosses, the wounds in His 
hands and feet; The Tau Cross with 
Serpent: this symbol is a parallel. 
between Christ's resurrection and an 
Old Testament story where some Is- 
raélites were bitten by poisonous 
snakes and Moses made a brass 
snake and hung it up, and by looking 
upon the brazen Serpent they were 
healed; The Sacrificial Lamb seeks 
to honor the Son, for God gave His 
Son to die for us; The Butterfly, 
which in its first form is encased in a 
lifeless cocoon, emerges as a beauti- 
ful butterly, so Jesus was entombed 
but rose triumphantly, and therefore 
His power raises a person from de- 
feats and failures and gives victory; 

The Dove Shelli with three drops 
of water falling from it symbolizes 
baptism in the name of the Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit; The Chi Rho 
with Alpha and Omega -- Chi and 
Rho are the first two letters of the 
Greek word “Christos,” that is 
Christ. This is one of the most an- 
cient of the Christian symbols; The 
Fish -- The first letters of the Greek 
words for “Jesus Christ, God’s Son, 
Savior” form the Greek word for 
fish, “Icthus;" The Shepherd’s Staff 
-- the shepherd’s tool for guiding his

In this month’s Tiger Times, Misty 
Kelley wrote an editorial concerning the 
true meaning of Christmas and our free- 
dom to celebrate it in the schools. Be- 
cause of the widespread attention this is- 
sue has recently received, I decided to 
‘print Misty’s article in Tiger Tales as 
well.

The 
holiday season is not about Christmas 
trees, Frosty the Snowman, Reindeer, or 
even SANTA CLAUS.

This issue was brought to my atten- 
tion this past week as two school boards 
were in deliberation of how their schools 
should celebrate the holiday season. 
First, there was a school in Baldwin 
County who was planning their annual 
Christmas play when someone objected 
to a nativity scene saying that it forced 
religion upon a person. 

If the nativity scene is the birth of the 
Baby Jesus and that’s what Christmas is 
celebrated for, then what is the objection 
to it being in a Christmas play? 

The second incident concerning the 
celebration of the Christmas season oc- 
curred at Dothan City Schools. The high 
school band, in preparing to present their 
annual Christmas program was told not 
to include any “sacred or church related” 
material this year. This stemmed from 
the advisements of the school boards at- 
torneys. 

The order prevents traditional songs 
such as “Silent Night,” “Away in a Man- 
ger,” “Joy to the World,” or “Little 
Town of Bethlehem” from being pre- 
sented as part of the program. Songs 
such as “Jingle Bells,” “Here Comes 
Santa Claus,” and “The Twelve Days of 
Christmas” can still be’included in the 
event. 

The reason for all these objections 
stem from October 30 federal injunction 
which banned the state’s public schools 
from permitting any “school-organized 
or officially sanctioned religious activ- 
ity.” These two decisions from the Bald- 
win Co. School and Dothan City School 
boards very much disturbed me because 
of the fact that they were taking all the 
meaning out of Christmas in attempts to 
please this country’s government. 

In the midst of my disappointment 
with our government, I came to respect 
our Own governor, Fob James, much

more, He, knowing the true meaning of 
Christmas, made several comments con- 
cerning the commotion over the schools’ 
celebration of Christmas. He stated that 
“The people should continue celebrating 
the way they always have in our great 
state of Alabama.” 

The school in Baldwin County will 
now include a nativity scene in their play 
and the band at Dothan High School will 
include all songs in their Christmas pres- 
entation even if it fs church related.

Although the school will now cel- 
ebrate the holidays and focus on the true 
meaning of Christmas, I still have one 
question for all these people who object 
to the true meaning of Christmas being 
celebrated.

Elba 


The Elba Tigers pulled ahead ear- 
ly and then pulled away late to down 
the Rehobeth Rebels 70-55, Thurs- 
day night in Elba.
